Commiflioneis  from  an  Indian 
Company  in  Scotknd,  reprefented  at  two  feveral 
timc^^to  i our  Magnificences  and  Lordfhips,  from 
tlie  King  our  Walter,  That  His  Majefty  underilan- 
dmg  that  tlie  faid  Commillioners  endeavoured  to 
open  to  themlelves  a  Commerce  and  Trade  in  thefe 
rarts^  by  mal<ing  fome  Convention  or  Treaty  with 
tills  City,  had  commanded  us  moft  exprefly  to

Courts  of  Lunenburg^  and  Kefident  at  Hamburg^ 
have  under  Pretence  of  fpecial  Warrant  from  Your 
Majefty,  given  inajoint-fubfcrib'd  Memorial  to  the 
Senate  of  Hamburg^  exprefly  invading  the  Privi- 
leges granted  to  our  Company  by  Your  Majefty's 
laid  A£ls  of  Parliament  and  Leters  Patent,  as  by 
the  herewith  tranfmitted  Copy  may  appear. 

By  the  which  Memorial  we  fuftain  great  and 
manifeft  Prejudices,  fince  both  the  Senate  and  Inha- 
bitants of  the  faid  City  of  Hamburg^  are  thereby 
(contrary  to  the  Law  of  Nations)  exprefly  threat- 
ned  with  Your  Majefty's  high  Difplealure,if  they, or 
either  of  them^  Ihould  countenance  or  joyn  with  us 
in  any  Treaty  of  Trade  or  Commerce  whatfoever^ 
which  deprives  us  of  the  Afliftance  which  we  had 
reafon  to  expeft  from  feveral  Inhabitants  of  that 
City. 

For  Redrefi  whereof,  we  do  in  all  Duty  and 
Humility  apply  to  Your  Majefty,  not  only  for  the 
Prote£lion  and  Maintenance  of  our  Privileges  and 
Freedom  of  Trade,  but  alfo  for  Reparation  of 
Damages,  conform  to  Your  Majefty's  faid  Afts  of 
Parliament  and  Letters  Patent :  And  do  further  beg 
Leave  humbly  to  reprefent  to  Your  Majefty,  that 
tho'  by  the  faid  Aft  of  Parliament  and  Letters  Pa- 
tent, we  conceive  our  felves  legally  and  fufEcient- 
ly  authorized  to  treat  even  with  any  Sovereign 
Potentate  or  Eftate  in  Unity  with  Your  Majefty, 
for  the  Support  and  Advancement  of  our  Trade, 
yet  we  by  our  faid  Deputies  have  only  treated

IT  is  not  unknown  to  Your  Lordfhip  in  what 
Humour  the  Council  General  of  our  Com- 
pany and  moi^  Part  of  the  Nation  were  in,  with 
Relation  to  the  Memorial  given  in  to  the  Senate 
of  hmnburg^  againlt  our  Company  by  the  Englifh 
Minifters  there,  upon  which  enfued  the  Council- 
Generals  late  Addrefs,  tranfmitted  to  His  Ma- 
jefty  by  your  Lordlhip."  And  your  Lordftiip  very 
well  knows,  that  at  your  Requeft  and  Defire, 
only  upon  Promifes  of  ufing  your  beft  Endea- 
vours to  procure  a  fpeedy  and  fatisfa8:ory  An- 
f/ver  from  his  Majeity,  the  faid  Council-Gene- 
1/2:1  »was  prevailed  upon  to  fulpend  reprefenting 
that  Matter  further  to  the  Government  till  the 
llcond  Day  of  Augufl  laft  palt.  On  which  Day 
your  Loidfhip  did  lignifie  his  Majeity's  Anfwer 

to 
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tothefaid  Addrefs.    Upon  Receipt  whereof  the

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But  whereas  we  humbly  conceive  your  Lord- 
fhips  to  be  more  immedfetely  under  His  Maje- 
jefty  the  Guardians  of  the  Laws  and  Liberties  of 
this  Kingdom,  we  think  it  our  Duty  to  repre- 
fent  to  Your  Lordfhips  the  Confequences  of  the 
faid  Memorial ,  both  with  relation  to  our  Com- 
pany in  particular,  and  the  Privileges,  Intereft,  Ho- 
nour, Dignity  and  Reputation  of  the  Nation  in 
general. 

Your  Lordfliips  very  well  know  of  what  Con- 
cern  the    Succefs  of   this   Company   is  to  the 
whole   Kingdom,  and  that  fcarce  any  particular 
Society  or  Corporation  within  the  fame  can  juft- 
ly  boaft  of  fo  unanimous  a  Sufl&age  or  SanSlion, 
as  the  A£ls  of  Parliament,  by  which  this  Compa- 
ny is  eftablifhed  :    So  that  if  effectual  means  be 
not  taken   for  putting  an  early  flop  to  fuch  an 
open  and  violent  Infringement  of,  and  Encroach- 
ment upon  the  Privileges  of  fo  folemn  a  Confti- 
tution,  'i^s  hard  to  guefs  how  far  it  may  in  after

That  asthereafonable  (nay,  and  unqueftionabic) 
Profpeft  which  we  had  of  a  powerful  Afiiftance 
bom  Hamburg^  and  feveral  other  Places  (if  not 
obftrufted  as  aforefaid)  induced  us  to  propofe  a  far 
greater  Equipage  at  rirft  than  otherwiie  we  would 
have  done  5  fo  the  rendring  of  thofe  Meafures 
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abortive,  has  not  only  weakened  our  Stock,  lef- 
fened  our  Credit,  retarded  our  firft  Expedition, 
and  difhheartned  many  of  our  Partners  at  Home, 
but  even  alfo  (hackled  our  Refolutions  and  Pow- 
er ftom  profecuting  at  prelent  leveral  other 
Branches  of  Foreign  and  Domeftick  Trades  and 
Improvements,  which  we  had  in  view,  if  we  had 
not  met  with  fuch  Obftruftions  and  Difcourage- 
rnents  from  time  to  time.

WE  your  Majefly's  moil  loyal  and  dutiful 
Subjedls,  the  Council  General  of  the  Com- 
pany of  Scotland  trading  to  y^frica  and  the  Indiesj 
having,  by  exprefs,  received  an  Account  from  the 
Council  of  our  Company's  Colony  in  America^  that 
they  arrived  fafe  at  their  intended  Port  within  a 
League  of  Goldm  JJland  on  the  Coaft  of  Darien  \ 
and  after  hayi»S  treated  on  board  of  our  Ships 

with 
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with  the  Natives,  who  were  always  ownM  to  be 
the  only  Proprietors  of  that  part  of  the  Goal!:,  our 
Men  did,  at  the  requefl,  and  with  the  confent  of 
the  faid  Natives,  land  on  the  ^th  of  November 
laft,  and  take  poffeflTion  of  an  uninhabited  Place, 
never  before  pofTefs'd  by  any  European  what^oQ^^Qr-^ 
and  that,    in  purfuance  of  the  faid  Treaty,  the 
chief  Men  and  Leaders  of  the  faid  Natives  have 
join'd  with,  and  taken  CommifTion  from  the   faid 
Council.

Lordlhip  has  upon  all  Occafions  Ihown  yourfelf^ 
and  who  being  often  Witnefs  to  our  Company's 
Proceedings  from  time  to  time,  can  give  a  jufter 
Account  thereof  than  any  other  that  has  no  Inter-

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cflinour  Stock,  nor  has  ever  been  amongft  tis.' 
Inclofcd  you  have  our   Council-General's  feal'd 
Letter  to  his  Majefly,  which  we.  doubt  not  your 
Lordfhip  will  carefully  deliver,  together  with  an 
exad  Copy  thereof  for  your  Lordfhip's  better  In- 
formation, to  which  we  refer,  but  Ihall  for  your 
further  Information  enlarge  a  little  upon  the  fede- 
ral Heads  therein  mention'd.     As  to  our  place  of 
Settlement  it  isfo  far  from  having  ever  been  pof- 
fefs'd  by  any  European  whatfoever,  that  by  all  the 
Accounts  that  we  could  ever  yet  get,  not  only  at 
this  time  from  the  Council  of  our  Colony,  but  even 
by  fuch  Letters  as  we  have  feen  and  heard  of  from 
Cu/acao^  and  other  American  Iflands,   no  Europe- 
an did  before  our  Settlement  fo  much  as  once  fet  a 
foot  upon  that  Plot  of  Ground  wherein  our  Colo- 
ny is  now  fix'd :    And  tho  the  fame  was  altogether 
uninhabited,  when  our  People  came  there,  the  chief 
Men  and  Leaders  of  the  faid  Natives  of  that  part 
of  the  Coall  neareft  adjoining  to  Golden  I/land^E^H- 
ward  and  VVeftward,  have  not  only  treated  with 
the  Council  of  our  Colony  before  Landing,    but 
havealfo  in  purfuance  of  that  Treaty  in  a  moffc 
kind  and  friendly  manner  admitted  our  faid  Co- 
lony into  fuch  Places  of  their  Neighbourhood  as 
are  not  yet  pofTefs'd,  and  taken  Commilnons  from 
the  faid  Council  in  a  very  folemn  manner,  and 
joined  with  our  People  ^    and  that  in  confidcra- 
tion  of  our  Colony's  admitting  them  and  their  Fol- 
lowers to  participate  of  the  Liberties  and  Privi- 
leges granted  to  our  Company  by  his  Majelty  of 
Great  Britain,  OUH  SOVERAIGN  LORD,   with 
Advice  and  Confent  of  his  Parliament  of  Scot* 
land,    entreating    to  be  protedled  accordingly: 
We  repeat  thefc  Words,   as  being  the  exprefi 
Words  of  the  firft  CommiflSon  which  the  faid 
Council  granted.   As  to  the  French  Defigns  of  fet-

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ling  thereabouts,  it  is  a  Point  not  to  be  doubted 
of :  For  in  order  thereunto  they  have  already  been 
tampering  with  feveral  of  the  Natives,  fome  of 
whom  they  cndeavourM  to  have  carried  into 
France  ^  and  we  have  very  good  reafon  to  believe 
that  a  further  Progrefs  had  been  made  in  that  mat- 
ter before  now,  were  it  not  the  daily  Expedations 
which  that  Court  had  of  the  King  of  Spain  s 
Death,  which  we  humbly  conceive  is  a  Matter 
worthy  of  his  Majefby's  Confideration,  and  of 
no  fmall  Concern  to  the  Intereft  of  his  whole 
Dominions,  tho  this  Nation  and  our  Company 
may  feem  to  be  more  immediately  interefted  at 
prefent. 

Your  Lordfhip  fees  we  have  in  the  inclofed  Let- 
ter to  the  King,  made  mention  of  our  lafl  Petition, 
and  hope  your  Lordfnip  will  take  a  convenient 
Opportunity  to  back  the  fame  :  For  as  your  Lord- 
fhip knows,  we  have  already  fuffered  confiderably 
by  encroaching  upon  our  Privileges,  fo  we  ought 
to  be  very  careful,  as  much  as  in  us  lies,  not  to 
admit  of  any  dangerous  Precedents.  And  re- 
ally We  muil  fay.  We  were  very  much  furpriz'd 
the  other  day,  when  we  underftood  by  Letters 
from  the  Council  of  our  Colony,  that  Capt.  Long 
Commander  of  the  Rupert  Prize,  who  carries  his 
Majefty's  Commiffion  for  finding  out  and  filhing  of 
Wrecks,  fhould,  under  the  colour  of  that  Com- 
milTion,  wherever  he  went,  traduce  our  Under- 
taking and  Colony»to  all  forts  of  People  upon  that 
Coalt,  whether  Natives  or  others,  declaring  that 
our  fa  id  Colony  was  no  other  than  a  pack  of 
Rogues,  Vagabonds,  Robbers,  and  broken  Offi- 
cers, without  any  CommiOion,  and  that  the  King 
would  not  own  them :  nay  further,  he  himfelf 
came  into  ourHarbour,  wherehe  was  very  courte- 
oufly  and  refpeftfully  treated  by  all  our  People 

there*-, 
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there  ^  in  rccompence  of  which  he  very  ingratc- 
fully  made  it  his  ftudy  all  the  while  to  feducc 
our  Men,  and  did  carry  off  one  of  our  chief  Car- 
penters, which    is   a    very  confiderable  Lofs  in 
that  part  of  the  World,   and  in  the  Infancy  of 
our  Settlement,  confidering  how  necefTary  a  Man 
he  was,  and  the  Difficulty  of  fupplying  his  place 
fo  quickly  as  they  may  have  occalion  for  him.

WE  your  Loyal  and  Obedient  Subjefts,  the 
Council  of  your  Colony  of  Caledonia^  being 
here  fettled  purfuant  to  the  Powers  and  Immuni- 
ties proceeding  from  your  Royal  Favour  and  Good- 
nefs  ;  where,  uposn  our  arrival,  the  Natives  on  all 
hands,  in  complyance  with  former  Agreements,  re- 
ceived and  entertained  us  with  all  poffible  demon- 
ft  rat  ions  of  joy  and  fatisfadion,  there  being  no  pof- 
feffion,  nor  fo  much  as  pretended  pofTeOlon,  for  any 
Prince  or  State  in  Europe  upon  this  whole  Coaft, 
extending  it  felf  confiderably  more  than  one  hun- 
dred Leagues  together.  We  found  the  Indians 
on  all  fides  ip  open  War  with  the  Spaniards^  their 
neareft  Neighbours :  again  ft  whom  they  befought 
our  AiTiIlance,  which  we  could  by  no  means  com- 
ply with,  by  reafon  of  the  prefent  Peace  and  good 
Under/landing  between  your  Majefty  and  the  King 
of  Spain. 

Yet  notwithftand/ng  this  our  juft  and  peaceable 
deportment  and  inclination,  and  our  certifying 
the  fame  by  Letters  to  the  two  neighbouring  Go- 
verncmrs  of  Panama  and  Carthagena  ,  We  have, 
to  our  no  fmall  furprize,  received  certain  Infor*- 
mation,  that  feveral  great  and  warlike  Defigns 
and  Preparations  arc  on  foot,  and  carrying  on  by 
the  Spaniards  againft  this  Colony  •,  and  that  con- 
trary to  all  Jullice  and  Humanity,  as  well  as  the 

Treaties 
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Treaties  of  Peace  between  your  Majefly  and  the 
Catholick King,  they  now  unjuftly detain,  u.idre- 
fufe  to  deliver  up  the  Perfons  and  Goods,  that 
were  faved  of  a  Ship  belonging  to  this  Colony, 
called  the  Dolphin-^  which  by  misfortune  of  fpring- 
ing  a  Leak,  was  not  long  fince  obliged  to  run  afliore 
and  fuffer  Shipwreck  near  the  City  of  Carthagtina, 
All  which  have  been  no  fmall  inducement  for  us 
to  have  improved  the  frequent  Opportunities  we 
have  had  of  taking  Meafures  greatly  difadvanta- 
gious  to  the  Crown  of  Spain :  Yet  in  order  to  a- 
void,  as  much  as  poffible,  any  thing  that  might 
look  like  a  publick  Breach,  until  the  fame  were 
laid  before  your  Ma  jelly,  and  your  Royal  PJeafure 
known  therein :  We  have  hitherto  proceeded  no 
further,  than  of  granting  of  Letters  c  f  Reprifals 
for  the  People  and  Effeds  unjuitly  detained  from 
us.

his  Majefly  has  been  pleafed  to  fignify  his  Royal 
Pleafure  to  me.  That  I  fhould  flridly  forbid 
all  his  Majefty's  Subjedls,  or  others  inhabiting 
within  the  Diftrids  of  ray  Government,  holding 
any  Corefpondence  with,  or  giving  any  Afliftance

WE  think  it  needlefs  to  trouble  your  Lord- 
fhips  with  a  repetition  of  the  many 
Steps,  Difficulties  and  Difcouragements  that  we 
met  with  all  along  both  abroad  and  at  home,  fince 
the  beginning  of  this  Undertaking,  the  raoft  con- 
fiderable  of  them  being  already  particularly  known 
to  your  Lordfhips.  But  maugre  all  thofe  Difficult 
ties,  we  have  with  a  great  deal  of  Trouble  and  vail 
Expences  fettled  a  Plantation  in  one  of  the  molt 
valuable  and  impregnable  Places  in  all  America, 
fituated  on  the  North-fide  of  the  Iflhmus  of  Darien^ 
called  by  us  Caledonia. 

As  no  Nation  in  Europe  ever  begun  any  fuch  Set- 
tlement with  fo  confiderable  a  Strength  of  Men, 
Ships,  and  other  NecefTaries,  as  we  did  :  fo  no 
inflance  can  be  given  of  any  Settlement  ever  here- 
tofore made,  that  had  fo  hopeful  an  Afped  in  fo 
fhort  a  time  as  our  Plantation  aforefaid. 

But  to  our  and  the  Nation's  ineflimable  Lofs, 
we  have  very  furprizing  Advices  of  our  Peoples

carried  to  them,  either  in  their  own  VelTcls^'or  any 
other  Ship  or'Veflel  for  their  ufe  \  and  that  under 
the  utmoft  Pains,  Penalties,  and  Forfeitures  men- 
tioned in  the  faid  Proclamations.  The  certain 
Nature  whereof  coiild  not  but  haye  put  them  in  a 
defperate  Condition,  efpeciaily  nqne  of  our  Ad- 
vices having  come  to  their  hands^  tho  we  wrote 
to  them  at  feveral  times,  by  the '^eyeral  ways  of 
Jamaica^  Barbados s^  Antegoa^  New-England^  &c.
